Sister  McKay’s  ability  as  a wife  and 
mother  won  honors  for  her  in  1954  when 
she  was  named  “Utah  Mother  of  the  Year” 
by  the  American  Mothers  Committee, 
Golden  Rule  Foundation. 

Described  by  the  Committee  as  the 
‘‘perfect  symbol  of  fine  Utah 
motherhood,”  she  was  accredited  by  them 
for  such  accomplishments  as  the  following: 

“Courtesy;  culture;  consideration  of 
others;  enjoyment  of  her  home,  children 
and  garden;  super  cook;  devoted  mother 
and  wife  and  constant  companion  to  her 
husband.”

When  troops  leave 

Missionaries  to  Nam

When  the  United  States  troops  are  pulled 
out  of  Vietnam,  The  Church  will  “move  a 
mission  president  and  missionaries  right  in 
behind  them”  and  the  kingdom  of  God  will 
be  established. 

This  prediction  was  made  last  week  by 
Elder  Hartman  Rector,  of  the  First  Council 
of  the  Seventy,  in  an  address  at  the 
monthly  James  E.  Talmage  lecture  series. 

. Elder  Rector  explained  that  preaching  of 
the  Gospel  in  Vietnam  will  begin  as  it  was 
initiated  in  Japan. 

Japan  was  opened  by  “the  armed  forces 
of  America.  It  took  the  best  blood  of 
America  to  do  it,”  he  said.  “But  these 
nations  must  be  redeemed  by  blood.  It’s  in 
the  economy  of  God.” 

Korea,  as  well,  “was  opened  to  the 
preaching  of  the  gospel  by  servicemen”  and 
particularly  the  examples  of  Mormon 
servicemen,  he  added. 

The  Lord  can  make  something  good  out 
of  every  seemingly  bad  and  impossible 
situation,  so  that  war  becomes  “an

instrument  in  the  hands  of  the  Lord  in 
these  times,”  he  said. 

“Peace  is  devotedly  to  be  hoped  for;  it  is 
greatly  to  be  desired;  it’s  much  to  be 
sought  after;  but  peace  is  gone  and  there 
will  be  no  peace  until  he  comes  whose  right 
it  is  to  reign.” 

Elder  Rector  quoted  Pres.  Harold  B.  Lee 
as  saying  that  at  that  day,  when  the  Lord 
comes  to  reign,  members  of  The  Church 
“should  stand  in  holy  places.” 

“But”  he  added,  “any  place  we  are 
standing  will  be  holy  if  we  are  holy.” 

Elder  Rector  said  that  members  of  The 
Church  “have  to  recognize  the  fact  that 
war  is  a way  of  life.” 

This  fact  “has  been  recognized  by  the 
prophets  of  God  in  our  time  . . . and  a 
brand  new  program  that’s  just  as  new  as 
June  of  this  year  has  been  introduced,”  he 
said. 

In  answer  to  a question  of  his  feelings 
about  conscientious  objectors,  Elder 
Rector  stated,  ‘The  Church  recognizes  the 
right  of  anyone  to  conscientiously  object.” 

However,  “you  can’t  use  The  Church  as 
your  justification  for  being  a conscientious 
objector  . . . because  we  do  not 
recommend  it,”  he  added.

Scalped’

WASHINGTON  - Senator  Fred 
Harris’s  beautiful  Comanche  wife, 
LaDonna,  has  gone  on  the 
warpath  in  behalf  of  flimflammed 
Indians.  She  is  raising  a legal 
defense  fund  to  help  them  fight 
their  battles  in  court. 

A confidential  working  paper 
on  the  subject  tells  in  angry  detail 
of  Indian-skinning  by  Washington 
law  firms,  local  officials  and  white 
traders.  Presiding  benignly  over 
the  corruption,  the  document 
alleges,  is  the  Bureau  of  Indian 
Affairs. 

“What  the  government  failed  to 
take  by  military  force  has  been 
picked  over  by  skillful 
manipulation  of  the  law,  corrupt 
courts  and  sometimes  deliberate 
deception  of  Indian  tribes  ...  by 
avaricious  whites,”  declares  the 
working  paper. 

The  blistering  document, 
prepared  by  Americans  for  Indian 


Opportunity  which  LaDonna 
Harris  heads,  proposes  a legal  aid 
that  would  cost  $175,430  the  first 
year  and  rise  to  $280,000  the 
third  year. 

TOUGH-MINDED  LAWYERS 

would  be  hired  and  solicited  as 
volunteers  to  protect  Indian 
rights.  The  document  cites  abuses 
in  25  states. 

In  Oklahoma,  for  example,  the 
Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs 
contracted  with  the  state  to  spend 
$580,000  in  federal  funds  to 
educate  Indians.  When  Indians 
suggested  the  funds  had  been 
misused  to  educate  whites,  the 
document  charges,  the  Bureau 
improperly  “waived  the  right  to  a 
complete  accounting  of  these 
funds.” 

The  average  Indian  under 
federal  jurisdiction,  incidentally, 
completes  only  the  sixth  grade. 

Mrs.  Harris  would  also  like  to 
force  states  to  put  Indians  on

ON  VIETNAM 

Editor: 

I am  a Vietnam  veteran.  While  in 
Vietnam  I found  that  the  great  and 
terrible  horror  of  Vietnam  (war)  is  the 
INDIVIDUAL! 

I beheld  the  gutted  remains  of 
human  beings— their  delicate  and 
intricate  systems  of  life  seared,  and  I 
knew  that  the  individual  thirst  and 
desire  for  evil  caused  it.  I saw  valiant, 
fellow  .Marines  die  without  a.  murmjr 
and  other  Marines  go  back  home  with 
haunting  memories  of  knowing  that 
they  were  murdurers.  I saw  the 
barbarism  and  butchery  the  enemy 
used  to  fight  us.  I knew  if  just  one  man 
somewhere  along  the  line  would  have 
exemplified  the  simple  truth  that  all 
Americans  are  not  bad,  that  they  do 


not  eat  babies,  rape  women,  or  kill  for 
the  fun  of  it,  the  enemy's  insane  hate 
for  us  could  have  been  softened. 

I saw  the  daily  monotonous  grind 
and  heat  and . weariness  of  patrols 
fighting  the  same  sniper  over  and  over 
because  some  one  American  in  the 
nearby  village  did  some  trashy  thing  to 
engender  a contempt  for  us.  I saw 
prisoners  shot  because  individuals  had 
a grudge  to  keep.  I saw  Marines  fight 
twelve-year-old  boys  and  young 
mothers  because  there  was  not  the 
capacity  to  make:  meaningful 
friendships  on  the  individual  level. 

I saw  a whole  system  of  life 
dismembered  and  a gracious  people 
errupted  with  the  thunder  and  agony 
of  death.  Instead  of  fighting  Americans 
humbling  themselves  before  their  God, 
I found  them  boasting  of  their 


debauchery  and  welcoming  the  filth 
that  was  readily  available. 

I came  back  to  my  beloved  America 
feeling  my  tour  in  Vietnam  was  just  as 
important  as  my  two  year  mission  in 
Scotland^  Then  I saw  the  generation  of 
peace  lovers— the  ones  who  cry 
."peace"— and  wondered  why  they  did 
not  go  to  where  they  could  bring  peace 
if  they  had  true  peace  in  their  hearts. 
Instead  of  finding  men  willing  to  bring 
good  will  to  Vietnam,  I found  people 
condemning  and  shrinking  from  their 
responsibility  to  carry  the  torch  of 
freedom. 

Now  I see  the  stir  at  BYU— moving 
for  more  liberalism,  more  radicalism, 
more  criticism  for  Presidents  who  have 
tried  to  face  and  fight  the  greatest 
organized  threat  to  freedom  and  justice 
ever  known  to  man. 

What  I want  to  emphasize  is  that 
there  js  a great  battle  so  momentous 
and  staggering  that  words  cannot 
portray  its  awesomness.  Where  is  the 
individual  standing  up  and  facing  the 
infernal  fiends  of  hell,  being  pure, 
valorous,  and  true  to  the  ONLY  force 
that  can  fight  wrong— Mormonism! 
And  Mormonism  does  not  sit  back 
criticizing  but  has  always  been  in  battle 
against  Satan.  Woe  to  those  who  sink 
to  the  position  of  spectators  and  cry 
"peace,"  "love,"  "morality!"

The  panel  is  designed  to 
promote  understanding  between 
the  prison  population  and  those  in 
society  at  large.  Eventually,  most 
inmates  will  rejoin  society,  and 
understanding  is  a big  start  to 
successful  rehabilitation, 
according  to  club  spokesmen.

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Lobos  bury  Cats,  51-8

ALBUQUERQUE  - The 
University  of  New  Mexico  Lobos 
served  notice  on  hapless  BYU 
Saturday  afternoon  as  to  why 
“The  Big  Red  Machine”  is 
currently  ranked  second  in  the 
nation  in  rushing,  as  the  awesome 
offensive  display  generated  by  the 
Lobos,  scoring  almost  at  will,  sent 
the  Cougars  scurrying  back  to 
Provo  on  the  short  end  of  a 51-8 
shallacking. 

For  the  17,856  partisan  New 
Mexico  supporters  it  was  an 
afternoon  of  jubilation  and 
constant  cheers,  while  for  the 
Lobo  “cannoneers,”  who  fired  the 
cannon  after  each  Lobo  score,  it 
was  an  afternoon  of  finding 
sufficient  ammunition  to  feed  the 
aroused  appetite  of  the  cannon. 

The  Lobos,  after  a slow  start, 
were  able  to  get  it  together 
midway  through  the  first  quarter 
when  defensive  left  tackle  Rob 
Winter  pinned  BYU  quarterback 
Brian  Gunderson  in  the  end  zone 
for  a safety  to  ignite  the  fuse  that 
led  to  the  destruction  of  the 
Cougars. 

After  a fumble  recovery  by  New 
Mexico’s  Sam  Scarber,  the 
Cougars  took  over  in  fine  field 
position  on  their  own  40  yard 
line,  but  an  errant  Jones  pass  was 
picked-off  by  UNM’s  Bob  Gaines, 
who  returned  the  stolen  football 
28  yards  to  the  BYU  17  yard  line. 
On  the  next  play,  UNM’s 
sophomore  sensation  Fred  Henry 
established  himself  as  the  top 
sophomore  rusher  in  Western 
Athletic  Conference  history, 
breaking  the  old  mark  set  last  year 
by  Colorado  State’s  Lawrence 
McCutcheon.  Henry  broke 
numerous  tackles,  and  rambled  1 7 
yards  for  the  first  Lobo 
touchdown.  Joe  Hartshorne 
converted  and  the  Lobos  led  9-0. 

BYU  took  the  ensuing  kickoff 
and  marched  steadily  down  the 
field  behind  the  passing  of  Rick 
Jones.  The  drive  was  highlighted 
by  a 30  yard  pass  to  sophomore 
split  end  Golden  Richards.  But 
the  Cougar  drive  bogged  down  on 
the  Lobo  17  yard  line  where  Joe 


While  he  isn’t  intercepting 
passes,  UNM’s  Houston  Ross  is 
busy  at  another  task,  the 
mastery  of  the  text  books. 
Ross  was  a main  factor  in  the 
Lobos  51-8  win  over  BYU. 


“The  Toe”  Liljenquist  failed  on  a 
35  yard  field  goal  attempt. 

BYU’s  Chris  Farasopoulos  gave 
the  Cougar  followers  a brief 
moment  to  “rise  and  shout”  when 
he  took  a Lobo  punt  in  the 
second  quarter  and  rambled  down 
the  sidelines  behind  a screen  of 
blockers  to  the  UNM  five  yard 
line,  but  the  misfortune  of  a 
clipping  penalty  nullified  the  52 
yard  burst  by  the  “Golden 
Greek.” 

Shortly  before  the  half  ended, 
New  Mexico  got  on  the 
scoreboard  again  when  Houston 
Ross  picked  off  a Jones  pass  at 
the  BYU  47.  Four  plays  later 
Lobo  halfback  Nate  McCall 
scooted  around  his  left  end  from 
seven  yards  out  for  the  score. 
Hartshorne  converted  and  UNM 
left  the  field  at  intermission  with 
a 1 6-0  lead. 

In  the  second  half  BYU  came 
out  fired-up  and  for  the  second 
time  in  two  weeks  BYU’s  only 
touchdown  was  set  up  by 
Farasopoulos,  as  he  took  a punt 
and  raced  37  yards  to  the  New 
Mexico  18.  Jones  then  hit  Larry 
Heaps  with  an  1 1 yard  pass  play, 
and  followed  with  a seven  yard 
touchdown  pass  to  Richards.  The 
Cougars  elected  to  go  for  two 
points  and  were  successful. 

However,  the  Lobos,  not  to  be 
outdone,  marched  77  yards  in  10 
plays  highlighted  by  the  pin-point 
passing  of  UNM  quarterback 
Rocky  Long.  Steve  Fuller  put  the 
finishing  touches  on  the  drive 
when  he  blasted  over  from  the 
seven  for  the  Lobos  third 
touchdown  of  the  afternoon. 
Hartshorne  again  converted  and 
New  Mexico  led  23-8. 

Long’s  father,  a former  BYU 
end  and  track  star,  watched  his 
son  direct  the  UNM  attack  over 
his  alma  mater.  Long,  who 
inquired  about  coming  to  BYU 
but  was  not  sought  after, 
eventually  ended  up  playing  for 
New  Mexico.  He  was  also  a high 
school  teammate  of  Cougar 
Dennis  Watford. 

Sam  Scarber,  UNM’s  top  rusher, 
and  WAC  leader  put  the  Lobos 
again  on  the  scoreboard  late  in  the 
third  quarter  with  a one-yard 
plunge.  Hartshorne  converted  and 
New  Mexico  led  30-8. 

Scarber  again  scored  early  in  the 
fourth  quarter  on  a three  yard 
plunge.  Hartshorne  again  was 
accurate  and  New  Mexico  was  off 
in  running  the  Cougars  out  of  the 
stadium. 


Reserve  quarterback  Frank 
Gorman  hit  tight  end  Mike 
Carpenter  with  a 14  yard  scoring 
strike  to  give  the  Lobos  a 43-8 
lead.  Hartshorne  converted  and 
the  Lobos  for  all  practical 
purposes  had  soundly  beaten  the 
Cougars. 

The  final  Lobo  touchdown 
came  on  the  sixth  pass 
interception  pulled  off  by  the 
Lobo  secondary  as  Paul  Blanchard 
intercepted  a Griffin  pass  and 
returned  it  to  the  BYU  14  yard 
line.  Three  plays  later  Ken 
Dennard  took  a pitch-out  from 
Gorman  and  scampered  nine  yards 
for  the  final  Lobo  touchdown. 

The  win  gives  the  Lobos  much 
added  momentum  for  next  week’s 
crucial  WAC  encounter  with 
Arizona  State.

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Mayfield  looks  at  Mideast

“Unless  trends  change,  we  will 
see  500,000  men  in  the  Mideast 
by  1 975,”  stated  Dr.  Bruce 
Mayfield  at  the  Friday  Review. 

He  prefaced  his  remarks  to  the 
sparse  crowd  in  the  Varsity 
Theater  by  saying  that  Israel  “has 
an  efficient,  military  machine” 
operating  at  “95  per  cent  of  its 
capacity.” 

On  the  other  hand,  the  “Arab 
armies  have  only  about  a 35  per 
cent  capacity.” 

According  to  Dr.  Mayfield,  this 
means  that  “the  Arabs  can  double 
their  capacity”  for.  war,  but  the 
“Israelis  cannot.” 

This  leaves  the  Israelis  with  only 
two  alternatives  for  the  future: 
nuclear  weapons  or  United  States 
intervention. 

“Probably  by  1972,  Israel  will 
have  a nuclear  capability,”  said 
Dr.  Mayfield,  but  “if  nuclear 
weapons  are  used  in  the  Mideast, 
Israel  would  not  come  out  best.” 

The  second  alternative  for  Israel 
would  be  to  “invite  500,000 
American  boys  to  come  to  the 
Mideast  to  fight.” 

Dr.  Mayfield  said  the  United 
States  is  committed  to  Israel’s 
success  because  of  “religious, 
humanitarian,”  and  to  a lesser 
extent,  “political  reasons.” 

The  dilemma  arises  because 
Russia  is  also  committed  to  the 
survival  of  Israel,  although  for 
different  reasons. 

“As  long  as  Israel  exists, 
Russian  influence  in  the  Mideast 
will  continue  to  grow,”  said  Dr. 
Mayfield. 


A local  authority  on  the 
Mideast  from  the  University  of 
Utah,  Dr.  Mayfield  backgrounded 
the  events  leading  to  the  present 
conflict  between  the  Israelis  and 
the  Arabs. 

He  described  Israel  from  the 
Arab  view  as  a “powerful, 
expanding  society  out  to  conquer 
all  of  the  Mideast.” 

Dr  Mayfield  saw  as  solutions  in 
lessening  tension,  the  “imposition 


of  boundaries  (in  Palestine)  by  the 
major  powers,”  and  he  suggested 
the  “internationalization  of 
Jerusalem”  into  a “free  zone.” 

But,  he  hastened  to  add,  “I’m 
not  very  optimistic”  about  these 
alternatives. 

The  “solution  to  this  problem 
will  require  a compromise  on  both 
sides.”  And  it  would  have  to  be  a 
compromise  which  “neither  are 
willing  to  accept.” 


‘De  Gaulle  a giant  ’ 
says  Dr.  Car  don 


Charles  de  Gaulle  was  a 
particularly  puzzling  national 
leader  to  most  Americans,  but 
according  to  Dr.  Louis  B.  Cardon, 
BYU  professor  of  modern 
European  history,  an  assessment 
of  de  Gaulle’s  motives  will 
identify  positive  evidence  to 
support  his  major  acts. 

Cardon  spoke  briefly  to  a 
capacity  audience  Friday  after 
viewing  the  film,  “The  Enigma  of 
Charles  de  Gaulle,”  which  traced 
the  life  of  de  Gaulle  from  the  time 
he  was  a tank  warfare  officer 
through  his  crusade  “to  reclaim 
the  glory  and  grandeur  of 
France.” 

“He  was  truly  a giant  among 
modern  Frenchmen  and  modern 
statesmen,”  said  Cardon. 

“Whenever  he  made  a major

move  he  delivered  a carefully 
prepared  speech  to  set  forth  his 
reasons  for  his  actions,”  explained 
Cardon.  His  rationale  against 
Britain’s  entry  into  the  Common 
Market,  for  the  development  of  an 
independent  French  nuclear  force, 
and  for  taking  France  militarily 
out  of  NATO,  was  well  calculated, 
he  said. 

Such  major  moves  were 
successful  because  de  Gaulle  was 
careful  about  not  going  against 
the  prevailing  feeling  of  the 
French  people,  said  Cardon.  He 
had  a great  love  for  his  country 
and  his  people,  but  he  could 
“shrug  off  the  opposition  of  a 
good  portion  of  the  people”  if  he 
thought  his  policies  were 
beneficial  for  the  majority,  he 
continued. 

De  Gaulle  was  not 
anti-American  with  his  policies, 
said  Cardon,  just  pro-French,  and 
desirable  of  being  independent  of 
U.S.  influence  in  the  world’s 
councils.
